\ .T— Water  Supply. 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board. 
The  other  members  are  : Cowbridge  Borough,  Maesteg  U.D.C., 
Porthcawl  U.D.C.,  Ogmore  and  Garw  U.D.C.  and  the  Penybont 
R.D.C. 


This  Board  supplies  132,000  people  with  water  and  the  average 
supply  daily  amounts  to  6i  million  gallons.  Improvements  costing 
£450,000  are  being  carried  out  to  increase  the  supply. 

The  main  source  for  your  area  comes  from  an  underground 
stream  at  Schwyll.  This  is  a hard  water  which  contains  a negligible 
amount  of  fluoride.  When  examined  in  November,  1955  the  amount 
present  was  0.044  parts  per  million. 

Another  source  available  is  at  Dimbath  where  the  water  comes 
from  the  upland  gathering  ground  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  District. 
This  is  soft  water  which  is  filtered  and  treated.  When  a mixture 
of  the  water  from  this  source  was  examined  for  fluoride  content  in 
1955,  it  was  found  to  contain  0.040  parts  per  million. 


Many  interesting  debates  on  the  “ Fluoridation  of  Water  Sup- 
plies ” took  place  during  the  year.  Some  members  had  passionate 
convictions  that  this  procedure  would  result  in  the  public  suffering 
horrifying  medical  complications.  But  due  to  overwhelming  evidence 
that  was  submitted  to  the  contrary  the  Council  agreed  to  support 
this  procedure. 

All  houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  individual  water 
supplies  direct  to  the  houses. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  town  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  owing  to  the  recent 
building  schemes  in  your  area,  and  certain  parts  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District,  your  sewers  are  now  almost  at  maximum  capacity. 
The  sewage  from  the  town  enters  the  main  sewer  of  the  Penybont 
Main  Sewerage  Board,  which  finally  discharges  into  the  sea  at 
Ogmore-by-Sea.  Your  Council  is  a member  of  this  Board. 

The  department  continues  to  receive  numerous  complaints  of 
heavy  sewage  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea.  For  several 
years  the  renewal  of  the  main  sewer  and  the  provision  of  a Treat- 
ment Works  to  overcome  this  problem  has  been  under  consideration. 
The  scheme  will  commence  in  the  near  future.  The  cost  of  these 
improvements  will  be  in  the  region  of  £1,250  000 
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3. — Closet  Accommodation.

4. — Public  Cleansing. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the  town 
area,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

The  tips  are  carefully  controlled  and  sealed  every  night. 

This  work  is  carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  depart- 
ment.

2. — Atmosoheric  Pollution. 


Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a problem  in  your  area. 


3. — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

A public  Open-Air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May,  1938. 
The  cost  was  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  186,000  gallons. 
A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a six-hour  turn  over.  The 
water  is  first  filtered,  then  chlorinated,  then  aerated,  and  returned 
to  the  bath. 

The  Swimming  Bath  was  regularly  inspected  and  5 samples 
of  water  were  taken  for  examination.  All  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


4. — Disinfestation. 

No  complaints  of  the  presence  of  bed  bugs  was  received  but 
1 1 minor  infestations  by  cockroaches,  ants  and  wasps  were  reported. 


5. — Removal  and  Destruction  of  Bedding. 

During  the  year  one  request  was  received  to  remove  and  destrov 
articles  of  bedding. 

This  service  was  much  appreciated  by  the  owners  owing  to  the 
nuisance  caused  by  the  burning  of  such  articles  on  their  own 
premises  in  an  urban  area. 


6. — Rodent  Control. 


A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  All

During  ihe  year  under  review  the  total  number  of  visits  of  all 
kinds  to  registered  premises  was  235.  Of  these,  183  were  made 
specifically  in  connection  with  the  Act — this  figure  includes 
re-inspections. 


Of  82  initial  inspections,  59  were  found  to  be  out  of  compliance. 
T he  great  majority  were  found  to  be  lacking  in  the  provision  of  a 
hot-water  supply,  a thermometer,  and  first  aid  box.  In  these 
instances  no  major  structural  alterations  were  necessary. 


Following  verbal  and  written  requests,  54  of  the  premises  now 
comply,  while  in  the  remaining  5 the  necessary  work  is  “ in  hand.” 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  all  cases  employees  welcomed  the 
inspections  and  employers  co-operated  fully. 


The  number  of  accidents  reported  and  investigated  were  7. 
They  were  all  of  a minor  nature  and  where  necessary,  instructions 
to  obviate  recurrence  of  a similar  type  of  accident  were  given. 


In  co-operation  with  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  16  plans  of 
new  and  alterations  to  existing  shops  and  offices  were  examined 
to  ensure  that  they  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 


The  Ministry  requested,  under  'L.A.  Circular  9 special  infor- 
mation in  respect  of  lighting  and,  below,  are  our  observations  on 
same  : — 

1  The  general  impression  of  the  standard  of  lighting  in  the  shops 
and  offices  inspected  was  satisfactory. 


2 No  examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  were  experienced. 

3 No  specific  standard  of  lighting,  in  terms  of  lumens,  has  been 
recommended  in  advice  to  occupiers. 

4 No  instances  of  excessive  glare  have  been  noticed.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


I. — Milk  Supply. 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high. 


Under  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960,  the 
licensing  of  milk  dealers  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area. 
Dealer’s  licences  on,  or  after  1st  January,  1961,  are  valid  for  five 
years  and  will  be  renewable  for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 


Milk  today  is  one  of  the  safest  of  foods.  In  the  past  it  has 
been  responsible  for  many  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  outbreaks  of 
diseases  such  as  scarlet  and  undulent  fever.  This  security  has  been 
achieved  by  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herds,  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  and  the  heat  treatment  given  to 
most  of  the  milk  that  we  drink. 


The  problem  of  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  bottle  still  occupies 
a great  deal  of  thought  in  the  Health  Department.  These  bottles 
are  returned  by  the  consumer  having  been  used  to  hold  such 
undesirable  materials  as  oil  and  cement.  Particularly  are  they  a 
problem  on  building  sites  where  they  are  liable  to  be  also  broken 
when  left  lying  around,  and  these  cause  unnecessary  damage  to  the 
feet  of  young  children  playing  on  the  sites. 


2. — Ice  Cream. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  prescribes  the  methods  by  which 
ice  cream  shall  be  manufactured.  Three  premises  in  the  town  are 
registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and 
thirty-seven  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream. 


3. — Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Your  inspectors  regularly  visited  food  shops  in  the  area  to 
insure  that  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food  was  carried  out 
hygienically  and  that  premises  and  equipment  conformed  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


4. — Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Your  Council  owns  the  only  slaughterhouse  within  the  district. 
This  slaughterhouse  caters  not  only  for  the  Bridgend  district  but 
also  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Area. 
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During  the  year  under  review  roads  and  sewers  were  completed 

the  new  abattoir  at  Trew’s  Field,  Tondu  Road.  Building 
"^“.^crations  have  commenced  and,  according  to  plans,  the  building 
should  be  completed  in  1966. 

This  abattoir  will  be  equipped  with  all  modern  facilities  such 
as  a “ Vertical  Beef  Dressing  Line  ” for  the  dressing  of  bovine 
carcases,  a “ Line  Dressing  'System  for  sheep,  and  a mechanical 
device  for  the  de-hairing  of  pigs. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  duty  involves  a considerable 
amount  of  extra  work  for  the  inspectors. 

The  throughput  is  such  that  it  necessitates  the  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  spending  approximately  90  per  cent  of 
his  time  at  the  abattoir.

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An  examination  of  the  table  of  causes  of  death  shows  that  54 
deaths  occurred  from  “ Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Angina.” 

When  one  appreciates  that  37  of  the.se  deaths  occurred  in  the 
over  65  years  age  group,  that  figure  cannot  be  regarded  as  alarming.
